This man was 
greater than Abraham because 
Abraham paid tithes to him, and 
also he had authority from God 
to put a blessing on Abraham, 
and Paul says the less is bless- 
ed by the greater.

He doesn’t 
stop here at the creation of 
these great. orbs of light which 
is to give life and invigorate all 
that liveth upon the earth but 
He Himself becomes the true 
Light that lighteth every man 
that cometh into the world. 
John 1:9. BPs: 

Who is this light, and who is 
the author and giver of our 
text? It is He who was once 
the babe of Bethlehem, that was 
born of the virgin Mary, to 
whose birth place the Star of 
Bethlehem guided the wise men, 
that they might see this won- 
derful child that was sent from 
God to be the world’s Redeemer, 
and just here as we find the ful- 
fillment of the prophecy as given 
in answer to Herod, that wicked 
King.
